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APPENDIX 


SUMMARY OF MANPOWER ALLOCATION AND UTILIZATION 
SHOWN IN THE DETAILS OF THE ESTIMATES 


Prior to this year, the numbers of persons employed in government depart- 
ments were controlled on two different bases: first, positions were authorized 
for the employment of continuing employees, whether full-time or part-time; 
and, second, the employment of term and casual employees was permitted under 
a “man-year’’ authorization. 


Under this latter system, departments were permitted a certain number of 
‘“‘man-years of work’ as opposed to continuing positions. These ‘‘man-years’’ 
could be used by departments to employ persons on a casual or short term basis 
to handle peak workloads, for example, as long as the total time worked did 
not exceed the total authorized ‘‘man-years.’’ 


Because this dual approach led to confusion (1) in controlling the numbers 
of people actually employed in the Public Service and (2) in reporting to Parlia- 
ment on the actual manpower allocation approved by the Treasury Board for the 
various Government programs, it was changed in the course of 1968-69. 


The new system for controlling and reporting on manpower allocation and 
utilization is predicated on the total number of ‘‘man-years of work” approved 
by the Treasury Board for individual programs, whether these man-years are 
worked by term (Part time and casual) employees or by continuing full-time 
personnel. A secondary, although equally important, aspect of the new system 
calls for the approval by Treasury Board of the maximum number of continuing 
full-time employees that may be on strength at the end of a fiscal year. 


In line with the new system described above, the first columns for the 
years 1969-70 and 1968-69 in the following table indicate for each program the 
total number of man-years of work authorized for each of those two fiscal years, 
and the second columns indicate the allowable maximum number of continuing 
full-time employees that may be on strength on the last day of the fiscal year. 
In addition, there is shown in the third column for 1968-69 the actual number 
of continuing full-time employees on strength as of September 30, 1968. 


As a result of the introduction of this new system, the figures for 1969-70 
and 1968-69 include several elements of departmental manpower which were not, 
in the past, reflected in the Book of Estimates because they were not covered by 
previously used methods of manpower control. The footnotes on page 477 
provide details on these additions for both 1968-69 and 1969-70. 

Since the new system was introduced only in 1968-69, the figures shown on 
the following pages for the year 1967-68 are the same as appeared for that year 
in the Revised Estimates for 1968-69. The figures shown under the “Establish- 
ment’”’ column reflect a mixture of positions authorized for continuing full-time 
employees and ‘“‘man-years” authorized for part time, seasonal and casual em- 
ployment, and those in the last column include not only the number of full-time 
employees on strength on September 30, 1967, but also the anticipated number 
of man-years of part time and casual assistance required in the year. 

It is precisely this type of confused picture that the new system is designed 
to avoid. It is intended that in future years the information given for the new, 
the current and the past year will all be based on the new concepts outlined 
above.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES COVERING THE STANDARD OBJECTS OF EXPENDITURE 


For 1969-70 the budgetary Estimates amounts have been coded to reflect exactly the thirteen Standard Objects constituting 
the current expenditure coding system generally in use throughout the Government of Canada. In doing so individual line entries in 
the Details of the Estimates bearing the same Object number have been consolidated into a single line entry for each program element 


(sub-vote). 


This means, for example, that in some cases the single line entry “Transportation and Communications. 
one or all of the following line entries used in last year’s Estimates: 


“Travelling and Removal Expenses 
“Freight, Express and Cartage..... 
“Postage. s 
“Telephone, Telegrams and Other Communication Services...

The result of the consolidation is that with two exceptions the line entries shown in the Details of the Estimates will correspond 
with the Standard Object in the coding system. The two exceptions are Object (1) “Personnel” which will be shown throughout the Estimates 
divided into two informative Objects (‘Salaries and Wages’’ and ‘‘Other Personnel’’) and Object (10) ‘‘Transfer Payments” each of which 
will be shown as in the past as a separate informative Object of Expenditure. The titles of the thirteen Standard Objects and a description 
of the contents of each is given below:

As noted above the amounts included in this Standard Object are 
displayed in the Estimates Details under two titles: 


Salaries and Wages 


Includes salaries and wages, overtime and other special pay of all 
civilian continuing (full time), term (part time, seasonal and casual) em- 
ployees (but does not include employees of agency and proprietary Crown 
corporations) whether paid at hourly, daily, weekly, monthly or annual 
rates of pay. It also includes Judges’ salaries, those of the Governor General 
and Lieutenant-Governors and the indemnities to Members of both Houses 
of Parliament. ‘ 

The pay and all types of allowances (except travel allowances included 
in “Travelling and Removal Expenses” below) paid to members of the 
Defence Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, including sub- 
sistence allowances and other perquisites common to such Services, are 
coded to Object 1 and shown as separate line entries in the Estimates Details. 


Other Personnel 


Includes all types of allowances paid to or in respect of continuing and 
term employees, such as Living, Terminable, Foreign Service, Isolated Post, 
and board and subsistence allowances, shift differential allowances, mileage 
and boot allowances to Post Office staff, allowances for assistants, and other 
such allowances. Also includes Ministers’ Motor Car Allowances, and the 
Expense Allowances to Senators and Members of the House of Commons. 

Also included in this Group are the Government’s contribution to the 
Superannuation Account, the Canada Pension Plan Account, the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Account, the Canadian Forces 
Superannuation Account and the Members of Parliament Retiring Allow- 
ances Account; the Government's contribution to the Public Service and 
Regular Forces Death Benefit Accounts, and the Government’s contribution, 
as an employer, to the Unemployment Insurance Fund. This group does not, 
however, include the Government's contribution to the Unemployment 
Insurance Fund which represents one-fifth of the net amount contributed 
by employers and employees combined and is coded to Object 10 (Transfer 
Payments), as are all pensions. 


Transportation and Communications 


As noted in the introduction this Standard Object includes the payments 
formerly grouped under the following headings: 


Travelling and Removal Expenses 


Includes travelling and transportation expenses of Government em- 
ployees, members of the Defence Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, removal expenses of those persons and their dependents, and living 
and other expenses of such persons on travel status; Judges’ travelling 
expenses and travelling expenses and allowances payable to Senators and 
Members of the House of Commons. It also includes transportation of 
persons by contract and chartered facilities or by other means (automobile 
mileage, aeroplane fares, local transportation, etc.), including travelling 
expenses of persons engaged in field survey work, inspections and investiga- 
tions. Also includes travelling and transportation of other than Government. 
employees such as travel costs for deports, of applicants for treatment or 
pensions (veterans), etc. 


Postage, Freight, Express and Cartage 


Includes ordinary postage, air mail, registered mail, special delivery 
mail, post office box rentals and any other postal charges. Does not, of 
course, include provision for mail enjoying the “frank” privilege. 

Also includes the cost of transportation of goods other than initial 
delivery cost on a purchase (which is included in the Object covering the 
cost of the purchase itself). These costs range from the movement of mails 


to the movement of heavy equipment between camps and other establish- 
ments of the Defence Services. 


Telephones, Telegrams and Other Communication Services 


Includes all costs of communication services by telephone, telegram, 
cable, teletype, radio and wireless communication (tolls, rates, rentals, 
etc.) and other communication costs such as courier services provided by 


outside agencies and communication services performed under contract or 
agreement. 


Information 
This Object contains two main categories of costs: 


Departmental Publications 


Includes provision for the publication, through the Queen’s Printer, of 
Departmental Reports and other material, including informational and 
educational bulletins and pamphlets; publications on scientific and technical 
matters, natural resources, statistics and other such material; Hansard and 
other Parliamentary papers; maps, charts, etc. The costs of printing, 
binding, engraving, lithographing, artwork, mats, writers’ fees, and other 
costs attributable to specific publication projects and programs are in- 
cluded hereunder, with the exception of those belonging under Objects 


1 and 2. The costs of publications and material produced wholly within a 
Service are distributed throughout other Objects.

Advertising 


Includes provision for advertising for publicity and general purposes, 
including advertising for tenders (except that charges directly arising from 
specific construction projects or purchases are included under such headings). 
It includes publication of proclamations, announcements, notices, etc., 
and various forms of educational and informational publicity, by broad- 
casting, poster, press and other means. 


Professional and Special Services 


Includes provision for all services performed by individuals or organiza- 
tions outside a particular departmental service, such as: payments in the 
nature of fees, commissions, etc. for legal services, architects’, engineers’, 
analysts’, accountants’, reporters’, translators’, and writers’ services; 
medical and dental services, including the services of doctors and nurses for 
Veterans’ Treatment and examination of pension applicants; payments for 
hospital treatment and care, and other outside technical, professional and 
other expert assistance; payments for the production of films, including 
total net provision for the operation of the National Film Board; payments 
to Annuities and other agents on a fee or commission basis; payments to 
church organizations for Indian education; payments for Corps of Com- 
missionaires services and laundry, dry cleaning and other business services. 
It includes armoured car service and other operational and maintenance 
services performed under contract other than those more properly classified 
under other Items, such as repair and upkeep projects performed under 
contract, which are included in Object No. 5. 


Rentals 

Includes provision for rentals of all kinds: of properties required for 
special purposes by the various Departments and for the accommodation of 
Government Offices and Services by the Department of Public Works; 
includes provision for hire and charter—with or without crew—of vessels, 
aircraft, motor vehicles and other equipment including office equipment. 
It does not include the rental of space for storage which is included in 
Object 4. 


Purchased Repair and Upkeep 

Provision is made in this Object for the repair and upkeep under contract 
of the types of durable physical assets provided for in Object 8 below and 
of equipment provided for in Object 9 below. Materials, supplies and other 
charges entering into the cost of such repairs undertaken by a Department 
directly are coded to other Objects, according to the nature of the purchase. 


Utilities, Materials, Supplies and Livestock 

Provision is made in this Object for public utility purchases, for all 
materials and supplies, for office equipment other than computers (which 
are included in Object 7 below), for miscellaneous small equipment of other 
kinds and for hand tools. 


Included here is the provision for all payments for services of a type 
normally provided by a Municipality, School Board, or Public Utility 
Service such as the supply of water, electricity, gas, etc., including water, 
light, power and gas services, school fees, and payment for such services 
whether obtained from the Municipality or elsewhere. 


This Object includes the provision for materials and supplies normally 
considered “Office” supplies, such as stationery, envelopes, blotting paper, 
and other office supplies such as pens, pencils, erasers, ink, etc.; printed 
forms, including tax return, statistical and like forms; letterheads, ledgers, 
and ledger sheets, carbon paper stencils and other paper supplies; the 
purchase of office machines and appliances, including typewriters, adding 
machines, calculators, recording machines, tabulating machines, micro- 
filming equipment and supplies, inter-office communication equipment, 
postal meter machines, machine records and all other office equipment 
except computers which are included in Object 9 below; also includes 
books, newspapers and periodicals for office or library use. 

It also includes provision for materials and supplies required for normal 
operation and maintenance of Government services such as gasoline and 
oil purchased in bulk; fuel for ships, planes, transport, heating, etc.; feed 
for livestock; food and other supplies for ships and other establishments; 
livestock purchased for ultimate consumption or resale; seed for farming 
operations; food, clothing and other supplies for sick and indigent Indians; 
text books and school supplies purchased for Indian schools; books and other 
publications purchased for outside distribution; uniforms and kits; Photo- 
graphs, maps and charts purchased for administrative and operational 
purposes; laboratory and scientific supplies, including samples for testing; 
drafting, blueprinting and artists’ Supplies; supplies for surveys, investiga- 
tions, etc.; chemicals; hospital, sugical and medical supplies; mail bags for 
transportation of the mails; char srvice supplies; coal and wood; electrical 
supplies; and all other materials asd supplies.

Construction and Acquisition of Land, Buildings and Works 


Includes provision for all expenditures pursuant to contracts for new 
construction of buildings, roads, irrigation works, canals, airports, wharfs, 
bridges and other such types of fixed assets, and reconstruction of such types 
of assets, improvements involving additions or changes of a structural nature, 
and also the installed cost of fixed equipment which is essentially a part of 
the work or structure such as elevators, heating and ventilating equipment, 
etc. It includes all such projects performed under contract or agreement. 
The purchase of land is also included. The cost of casual employees hired for 
specific projects, of continuing employees assigned to work full or part time 
on such projects, and of materials purchased directly for use on such projects 
is, however, charged to Object 1 or Object 7. 


Construction and Acquisition of Machinery, Equipment and Fur- 
nishings 

Includes provision for all machinery, equipment (other than small 
office equipment) and furnishings, including office furniture and furnishings 
and computers; motor vehicles, aeroplanes, tractors, road equipment, 
laboratory and other scientific equipment, vessels, icebreakers and other 
aids to navigation and all other types of light and heavy equipment; in- 
cludes ammunition and various types of equipment for National Defence, 
such as ships, aircraft, mechanical equipment, fighting vehicles, weapons, 
engines, and such spare parts as are normally acquired with that equipment. 


Grants, Contributions, and other Transfer Payments 


Included in this Object are all transfer payments, that is payments 
other than those made for goods or services. 


It includes the major welfare payments, such as Medicare, Hospital 
Insurance, Family Allowances, veterans’ pension and allowances; subsidies 
and payments to the Provinces under the British North America Act, 
the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act and other statutes; sub- 
sidies to industry, such as payments under the Emergency Gold Mining 
Assistance Act; research grants and other assistance towards research 
carried on by non-governmental organizations; scholarships; sustaining 
grants to many national organizations, such as the Federated Women’s 
Institutes of Canada; pensions to former government employees (but not 
the payments into the superannuation accounts, which are coded to Object 1); 
contributions to international organizations and assessements for member- 
ship in such organizations, such as the contribution to the International 
Food Aid Program and Canada’s assessment for membership in the UN; 
and the total budgetary payments to the Canada Council and the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation. 


Most of the payments in this Object are identified in the Estimates 
Details as ‘Grants’ or “Contributions”. The former are not subject to 
audit and are therefore restricted by Parliament as to amount and recipient 
and often as to purpose; the latter are subject to audit and are not so 
restricted. 


Interest on Public Debt and Other Debt Charges 


Includes interest on the unmatured debt of Canada (including Treasury 
Bills) and on other liabilities such as trust and other special funds, It also 
includes cost of issuing new loans, annual amortization of bond discount, 
premiums and commissions, and the costs of servicing the Public Debt. 


All other Expenditures 

Includes minor residual items of the kind often referred to as ‘Sundries’. 
These include such costs as loss of personal effects, bonding of Government 
employees, and small miscellaneous articles and services. It includes licences, 
permits and payments for dockage, towage, wharfage and mooring privi- 
leges; works of art for exhibits, and historical material for galleries, museums 
and archives. Also included is provision for many small items and services 
detailed throughout the Estimates which do not lend themselves to distribu- 
tion under the specific headings detailed in this summary. 


Deficits on government-owned enterprises such as the Prince Edward 
Island Car Ferry and Terminals, the Newfoundland Ferry and Terminals, 
and the Yarmouth, Nova Scotia—Bar Harbour, Maine, U.S.A., Ferry 
Service are coded to this Object. 


Also included are some payments to agencies, such as the National 
Battlefields Commission and the Cape Breton Development Corporation 
covering expenses that would otherwise be chargeable to several Standard 
Objects, 


Less—Estimated Savings and Recoverable Items 


Since the other Standard Objects are made up of the gross service 
requirements, the total of those Objects must be reduced in all those cases 
where the amount provided in the Estimates is the net requirement. This 
is the case where revenues are credited to the vote, where charges are levied 
for services rendered, where the federal government is advancing the share 
of an outside agency of the cost of a joint program, and where a reduction 
representing anticipated lapses is made from the gross requirement.
